merly they were in uſe to be ; _ Hereby evacuating all former Paſſes, granted by any Perſon whatſoever, and decla

- We do hereby Require and Command all Our Subjefts within this Our Ancient Kingdom, to take Paſſes for their Ships 
when they go to Sea, from the faid High Admural, his Deputes and Judges of the faid High-Court of Admiralty, and 
from none elſe,as they will be anſwerable to Us upon their higheſt peril - Having left it entirely to the care of Our deareſt 
Brother, High Admiral of this Our Ancient Kingdom, ( who knows all the ſeveral Treaties concluded betwixt Us and Our 
Allies; ) to give ſuch DireQions from time to time to his Deputes and Officers of the Admira'ty, as may be effectual for the 
ſecuring the Trade of Our, Subjetts, and for preventing all Abuſes and Inconveniencies'that may occur any time hereafter. 


OUR Will t herefore, . and Wegcharge you ſtrictly and Command, that incontinent, theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the 


'Mercar-croſs of Edinburgh, Peer and Shore of Leith, and to the ſeveral Mercat-croſles of the Head-Burghs of this Kingdom, 
and other places needful ; and there by open Proclamation, make publication of Our Royal Pleaſure in the Premiſes, that 
all Our Subje&ts may have notice thereof, and give obedience thereto, as they wyll be anſwerable on their higheſt peril. 


And We ordain Copies liereof to be poſted up in every Cuſtom-Houſe, to dire& Perſons concerned where and from 
| whom Paſſes to Ships hereafter are to be had. And We ordain theſe Preſents to be printed.
